On both sectors the allied forces have made notable gains of 


ground which observed on the war map seemingly placed the Ger­ 


man armies in precarious positions, in battle extending from south 


of Soissons to northwest of Fcre-en-Tardenois and southeast of the 


last named town, over the upper portion of the left branch running 


to miles eastward from Nesles to Yille-en-Tardenois with St. Geeme 


as its southern base, American, French and British troops have made 


advances- 


Northwest of Fere the entire elbow of the line where it turned 


eastward along the northern bank of the Ourcq lias been blotted ouf, 


making the line straight from Fere to Hartennes and this gives the 


allies much better ground to work at outflanking Soissons to the 


southeast and pressing on toward Fismes in conjunction with the 


troops, particularly the Americans, now holding the strategic points 


north and south of Fere. In this fighting allied troops drove out the
